He told the gathering that the 
proposed new atom smasher, to 
cost $100,000,000, would be “by 
far the largest of its kind ever 
built.” It would take six years 
to complete. 

The proposed nuclear unit 
would be roughly 50 times the 
length (220 feet) of the one 
now at Stanford. Details were 


announced by the university 
a year ago. The school then 
said it was hopeful of obtain- 
ing federal funds for its con- 
struction. 

A Matter of Co-operation. 

' Although emph that 
the main reliance for tific 
research and development 
must rest with private organi- 
zations, Mr. Eisenhower said 
aid in building the new unit 
is .one of the ways in whith 
it is appropriate for the fed- 
eral government to co-operate. 

He said science and tech- 
nology are the cornerstone of 
American security and the na- 
tion’s program for a just peace. 

“For the government to neg- 
lect this fact would be folly,” 
he asserted. 

In view of swift Soviet ad- 
vances in science, plus Russian 
military might, the President 
said: “‘We must be alert to our 
duty of assuring that neither 
we, or Other free nations, suc- 
cumb to an ideological system 
dedicated to aggressive force 
and governed by fear.” 

In urging an increase in the 
number of scientists and en- 
gineers currently engaged in 
basic research, he noted that 
the number in that field totals 
fewer than 30,000—less than 
two hundreths of 1 per cent of 
the population. 

There is recognition, he said, 
“that the apparently visionary 
researcher is likely to produce 
unexpectedly practical results.” 

‘Need to Step Up Effort.’ 


He added: “Educators and 
scientists warn us that we need 
to step up this effort if we are 
to move forward on the broad- 
est scientific front. ... ° 

“Our immediate task—Amer- 
ica’s first responsibility—is to 
see that freedom is not lost 
through ignorance, complacen- 
cy, or lack of vigilance.” 

The proposed new accelera- 
tor would provide scientists 
with more knowledge about the 
forces locked within the hearts 
of atoms. Such research con- 
eeivably could lead to more 
efficient ways to use atomic 
energy, perhaps as a cheaper 
means of producing atomic 
power. 

At a symposium session be- 
fore the dinner at which the 
President spoke, Dr. Alan A. 
Waterman, director of the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, esti- 
mated that the nation is spend- 
ing about $670,000,000 annually

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila., 
May 15 (AP)—Union carpenters 
struck the missile test center 
today in a contract dispute. 

Pickets were set up at the 
north and south gates of both 
the center and nearby Patrick 
Air Force Base, Two men were 
at each post, carrying placards 

: “Carpenters employes 
on strike for higher wages.” 

(The Air Force estimated that 
3000 Cape workers refused to 
cross the unjon’s picket lines, 
United Press International re- 
ported. This number repre- 
sents nearly all union mem- 
bers on the early shift.) 

Early indications were - that 

the majority of the Transport 
Workers union, which has the 
largest representation on the 
— was respecting the pick- 
ets. 
The TWU members are em- 
ployes of Pan American World 
Airways which performs most 
of the maintenance and support 
functions at the missile base 
under government contract. 

If the strike affects missile 
launchings, it is believed that 
the Air Force wil] step in to 
take over some of the key sup- 
port jobs. 

It is the first strike at the 
Cape since last July when some 
TWU members engaged in an 


unauthorized “wildcat” walk- 
out. 
About 400 carpenters in 


Brevard county—115 of them 
at the Cape—are involved, but 
the strike could affect about 
5000 of the 10,000 embloyes at 
the Cape and an additional 
2000 at the air base. 

The carpenters union, Local 
1685, decided to strike yester- 
day after an eight-hour nego- 
tiating session with members 
of Associated General Con- 
tractors failed to produce a 
new contract. 

Federal Mediator John A. 
Kinney said he would continue 
to work for a settlement. No 
time was set for another 
meeting. 

The union is asking for a 
pay increase retroactive to 
April 1, when the old contract 
with the contractors expired.

ROUTES SAID 10 


There is “very little differ- 
ence” between total estimated 
costs of the two routes under 
consideration for the St. Louis 
county section of Interstate 
Route 44 (Ozark Expressway), 
Myer Ableman, urban area en- 
gineer for the Missouri High- 
way Department, reported last 
night. 

Right-of-way would cost 
about $9,000,000 for each route 
through the courity, he told 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The original Route A, which 
parallels the Frisco Railroad 
tracks through Shrewsbury, 
Webster Groves and Oakland, 
would traverse a more heavily 
populated area and take more 
homes, Ableman said, but many 
of these are old residences. 
The alternate Route B, running 
about two miles to the south 
between Highway 66 (Watson 
road) and Gravois avenue, 
would take fewer but higher- 
priced homes, many being new, 
he stated. 

Four routes are under study 
for the St. Louis rtion of 
the expressway. Ableman said 


<j the B route in the city would 


take about as many homes as 
the A route, but total cost 
would be higher because 
homes along B are newer. 
The expressway will be a 
six-lane, 14-mile artery . ex- 
tending from Sylvan Beach on 
the Meramec River to the 
southern end of the Third 
Street Interregional Highway. 
Ableman addressed a meet- 
ing of about 300 persons at 
Rapp’s Market, 8400 Watson 
road. The meeting was spon- 
sored by the Taxpayers’ :Pro- 
tective Association, organized 
to oppose Route B. 
In answer to a question, Able- 
man said the State Highway 
Department is not yet ready to 
make public the four routes 
under study in the city. He 
emphasized that no final deci- 
sion on the county or the city 
portions of the route can be 
made until public hearings have 
been held to give affected prop- 
erty owners the opportunity to 
express their views. Hearings 
may be held on one or all of 
the proposed routes, he added. 
Cost of the expressway has 
been estimated at $70,000,000. 
Since the artery will be part 
of an interstate highway ex- 
tending from Chicago to Los 
Angeles, the Federal Govern- 
ment will defray 90 per cent 
of the cost of right-of-way and 
of construction. The state pays 
10 per cent of building cost, 
and 10 per ecnt of the cost of 
property acquisition is divided 
between the city and the

AEC to the Appropriations

The announcement was made 
by Capt. Jorge Serguera, presi- 
dent of the military tribunal at 
La Cabana fortress in Havana. 


Serguera said the decision to 
halt the war crimes trials was 
made personally by Premier 
Fidel Castro. Zhus far, more 
than 620 persons have been 
executed as a result of these 
trials. Others have been jailed 
for varying terms. 

The announcement came as 
the trial of Dr. Joaquin Mar- 
tinez Saenz, president of the 
National Bank of Cuba in the 
regime of ousted President Ful- 
gencio Batista, was about to 
start. Martinez Saenz is charged 
with collaboration with the Ba- 
tista government and damage 
to the national economy.

Cu, 
GENEVA, May 15. 


. HE FOREIGN MINISTERS’ CONFERENCE got down today 
‘@ to what promises to be a lengthy discussion of the package 
proposal put forward by the Western powers covering a 


phased solution for Berlin and Germany. 


There was little 


expectation that this would serve as anything more than a 


debating ground. 

Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
@rei Gromyko promised yester- 
day to respond in detail after 
he has stufied the Western 

ace plan with its four stages. 

e Soviets have said repeat- 
edly that they oppose trying to 
tie all the issues together in a 
single plan and they will un- 
doubtedly seek to persuade the 
West to consider individual 
items in the package. 


As the plan for Germany and 
Berlin becomes debating ground 
it is more and more evident 
that what may finally come out 
of this conference is an agree- 
ment to suspend nuclear test- 
ing under a plan of inspection 
and control. Gromyko took a 
step in that direction yesterday 
when he agreed with the pro- 

osal of Britain and the United 

tates, put forward by Secre- 
tary of State Christian Herter, 
that the scientific teams of the 
three powers be permitted dur- 
ing the current recess of the 
nuclear testing talks to study 
new data, Specifically the team 
will consider the consequences 
of explosions in the upper at- 
mosphere. It was agreed also 
that the three powers would 
résume their nuclear talks 
when. the recess ends June 8. 


Plan Advanced by Herter. 

It was Herter’s idea to per- 
suade the Russians to consider 
the stratospheric data as well 
as to put the scientists to work 
on an appraisal of the number 
on inspections that would offer 
a. sufficient safeguard to both 
sides. This is under the quota 
system first proposed by Prime 
Minister Macmillan to Premier 
Khrushchev, under which both 
sides would ‘agree to a fixed 
number of inspections a year 
with mixed inspection teams. 

The Americans are saying 
that scientific advice is essen- 
tial on the number that will 
bring the maximum of security. 
They oppose simply pulling an 
arbitrary figure out of the hat. 
The scientists of the three pow- 
ers that are members of the nu- 
clear club will now go to work 
on this problem. These are the 
scientific teams that last sum- 
mer first came to the conclu- 
sion an inspection system is 
practicable. 

It now seems possible if not 
probable that agreement—on .a- 
nuclear control system as a 
small beginning on controlled 
disarmament will be the only 
tangible result of the present 
exercise. The West will take 
this as sufficient progress to 
justify a summit meeting. 

Certainly there was little in 
the Western package that held 
out hope of agreement. The 
first: stage of the West’s plan 

rovides that Berlin be united 

y the votes of both West and 
East Berliners. A “freely elect- 
ed council” would . administer 
the united city, subject to the 
authority of the four powers 
that would continue in a lim- 
ited occupying status. 

The Russians will obviously 
have nothing to do with such 
a proposal. They have said 
many times that East Berlin is 
the capital of East Germany 
and its identity must be main- 
tained. One of the principal ob- 
jectives here is to gain recog- 
nition for the East German 
regime as an independent and 
separate state. 

The second stage of the 
Western plan provides for a 
mixed committee of East and 
West Germans that would be 
required among other things 
“to insure the free movement 
of persons, ideas and publica- 
tions between the two parts of 


Germany” and to “insure and 
guarantee human rights in both 
parts of Germany.” 

_ With authoritarian control 
backed up by 22 Russian di- 
visions, the regime in the East 
cannot agree to any such pro- 
posal. The free movement of 
people’s ideas and publications 
would quickly undermine the 
totalitarian controls in the 
East and the spread of freedom 
would be contagious in the 
satellite empire. 

The mixed committee would 
also be required to work out a 
law providing for free and 
secret elections to bring unifi- 
cation in the two Germanys. 
Such elections should be held 
within two and a half years. 
In the lengthy speculation 
about the package plan in re- 
cent weeks, a five-year term 
had been considered a mini- 
mum for bringing about re- 
union through free elections. 


Even if in theory at a dis- 
tant date the Russians could 
bring themselves to agree to 
free elections as a means for 
uniting the two parts of the 
divided country, they are cer- 
tain to reject the two and one- 
half year period. They have in- 
sisted that East and West should 
bring about their own reunion 
through discussion between the 
Bonn government and the East 
Berlin regime. 

The third stage also provides 
for the beginning of general 
disarmament measures against 
surprise attack and a renuncia- 
tion in East Germany and east- 
ern Europe of che , bio- 
logical and nuclear weapons. 
While this may be diseussed in 
coming weeks there is little or 
no chance for action on it since 
its adoption depends on ac- 
ceptance of the preceding 
stages. | 

All-German Assembly, 

In stage four, with the elec- 
tion of a general assembly un- 
der the terms of the electoral 
law drafted by the East-West 
German committee, an all-Ger- 
man assembly would be elect- 
ed. This aSsembly would have 
the responsibility for negotiat- 
ing an all-German peace treaty. 
In the fourth stage further pro- 
visions for controlled disarma- 
ment would also come into 
being. 

American sources indicate 
that the Berlin phase of the 
plan can be separately consid- 
ered. If the Western proposal 
on Berlin is a bargaining po- 
sition then perhaps the two 
sides can come nearer to agree- 
ment on this one issue. One 
high American official is of the 
opinion that a tentative agree- 
ment on Berlin may come out 
of the foreign ministers’ meet- 
ing. Such a tentative agree- 
ment would be subject to rati- 
fication by the heads of gov- 
ernment at a summit confer- 
ence. 

But this will not happen 
without lengthy discussion. The 
detailed nature of the Western 
peace plan put forward by Her- 
ter yesterday seems to ‘insure 
that this conference will con- 
tinue for at least four weeks 
more despite the fact that it 
has got off to a fast start by 
disposing in three days of pro- 
cedural questions on the two 
Germanys, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Even though they disagree 
politely, as has been the rule 
this first week, the Russians 
will want to discuss every point 
raised by the West. The pros- 
pect therefore is for a fairly 
extended talkathon with the 


conclusion little more than an 
agenda for the summit.

HE RUSSIANS AND THE WEST have now posted their 
asking price for Germany, and the net of it is a little like 
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Macy’s and Gimbel’s asking each other to get off Herald 


Square. 


Both sides have asked the competition to disappear from 
the main theater of competition and perhaps the best way to 
explain the atmosphere of unreality that dominates Geneva 
is to take a look at what East and West have really proposed. 


If the West accepted the 
Soviet plan for Germany, the 
likelihood is that: 

1. The East German Com- 
munists, by political and 
economical pressure, would 
take over Berlin. 

2. East Germany would al- 
most certainly conclude it 
had been abandoned by the 
Western nations and would 
settle into the Communist 
empire, probably for good. 

3. Ditto. the peoples of 
Eastern Europe, who would 
finally come to terms with 
their ‘Communist govern- 
ments, sealing the division 
of Europe into Communist 
and non-Communist camps. 

It is conceivable that the 
West in the long run may not 
be able to prevent this gloomy 
prospect, but it is unthinkable 
that any Western foreign min- 
ister would agree to any such 
terms. 


Western Proposals. 


The West’s proposals for Ger- 
many, as presented by Secre- 
tary of State Christian A. 
Herter yesterday, are not of 
course so extreme as the Rus- 
sians. The West is willing to 
allow the Germans freedom of 
choice. It is prepared to be 
bound by the free decision of 
the German people. It has his- 
tory and even morality on its 
side, which is definitely not 
true of the Soviet case. 

Nevertheless, the feeling 
here is that there is no more 
chance of getting the Russians 
to accept the Herter plan than 
there is of getting the West to 
accept the Khrushchev plan, 
for if Moscow did accept what 
Herter proposed the prospect 
would be about as follows: 


1. The 2,225,000 people in 
free West Berlin and many 
of the 1,125,000 people in 
Communist East Berlin would 
certainly vote for freedom 
and thus turn the present 
capital of Communist East 
Germany (East Berlin) into 
precisely the kind of ‘“‘free 
city” Moscow does not want. 


2. In any free and secret 
ballot, as proposed in the 
Herter plan, even the 17,- 
000,000 East Germans—to say 
nothing of the 52,000,000 West 
Germans—would surely vote 
to get rid of the Russians 
and remain in the North At- 
lantic pact. 


3. This would give Poland, 
already restive under Soviet 
control, and Czechoslovakia, 
common frontiers with a free 
and united Germany and 
jeopardize Moscow’s control 
over all of Eastern Europe. 

4. It would also deny to 
the Soviet Union the chemical 
and industrial strength of 
East Germany, now counted 
on as the biggest contributor 
outside of the Soviet Union 


it is in West Berlin “by right 
of conquest” so Moscow can 
also claim: it is in East Berlin 
by “right of conquest.” And 
each side has now put up a 
plan for what seems to the 
other to be a demand for the 
surrender of positions neces- 
sary to maintain the present 
balance of power in Europe. 

It seemed perfectly clear 
here last night that neither 
side could get the other to ac- 
cept its plan through negotia- 
tions and it was also generally 
assumed that neither side was 
willing to wage war to impose 
its plan on the other. 

The question, therefore, was 
whether the two sides were 
prepared to use the two plans 
as a basis for negotiation and 
work out a compromise on the 
basis of the present situation, 

If so, vee cleeriy 
mean wer yapart bot e 
Soviet estern proposals 
in the hope of finding some 
limited accommodation, and 
this creates a problem in the 
West. 

For these are unequal ne- 
gotiations. 

The Russians can dictate 
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to the Soviet seven-year plan. 

5. The unification of free 
Germany under the West’s 
proposals would likewise deny 
to the Soviet Union a base 
for 22 Soviet divisions and 
move the West’s influence .at 
least 150 miles nearer the 
Soviet. frontier. 

The question here is not 
whether the West’s plan is just 
+ Soviets could not eare 
less—but whether Secretary of 
State Herter has put up a pro- 
posal that has any chance of 
acceptance by the Soviets, 
There is not a man in Geneva 
who thinks he has, including 
the three Western foreign min- 
isters in whose names it was 
presented this afternoon.

Ecuador Reds Plan to Break at 
Up Latin American Meeting 


Communist Strategy for 1960 Foreign 
Ministers’ Session Aimed to Isolate 
U.S. in Hemisphere.

QUITO, May 15. 


HE ECUADOREAN COMMUNIST PARTY, actively aided 

and advised by other Latin American Communist groups, 

is preparing a campaign designed to discredit and, if pos- 
sible, disrupt the conference of foreign ministers of the Ameri- 
can republics that will be held here next February. 


It is part of the master Com- 
munist strategy aimed at iso- 
lating the United States from 
Latin America. 

The Communist plans, which 
were drawn up in general gut- 
line in a secret resolution of 
the party’s central committee 
last December, are now devel- 
oped in detail and are certain 
to include acts against the 
meeting of Presidents of hemis- 
phere nations that is to take 
place near the Ecuadorean port 
city of Guayaquil immediately 
— the foreign ministers par- 
ey. 

Ecuador proposed a hemis- 
phere “summit conference” 
last week and the idea appears 
to have gained acceptance 
among the governments. 


The preparation of the Com- 
munist campaign against the 
Inter-American conference in 
Quito is accompanied by 
stepped-up Communist activi- 
ties in this country in recent 
months. 

Ecuadorean authorities re- 
port a substantial flow of Com- 
munist propaganda being clan- 
destinely brought into the 
country from abroad through 
the ports and across the land 
frontiers. This week a ship- 
ment of 8500 Communist prop- 
aganda books especially pre- 
pared for indoctrination of 
children arrived here from 
Mexico, which is one of the 
main hemisphere centers of 
distribution of this type of 
material. 

According to a government 
source, several shipments of 
arms believed to be destined 
for Communist groups or 
groups with Communist con- 


nections arrived in Ecuador in 
February. 

One of these arms shipments 
was said to have been smug- 
gled through the port of 
Esmeralda aboard a United 
States-flag banana ship and 
may have included 700 car- 
bines, a number of machine 
guns and Thompson subma- 
chine guns as well as several 
radio transmitting and re- 
ceiving sets. 


Ecuadorean intelligence re- 
ports also indicated that four 
Cuban Communist leaders have 
either arrived or are about to 
arrive in Ecuador to assist the 
Ecuadorean Communist party 
in co-ordinating its new activi- 
ties — presumably including 
plans against the foreign min- 
isters conference. 

In the view of President Ca- 
milo Ponce Enriquez, all these 
activities suggest that Ecuador 
has become “one of Commu- 
nism’s prime targets in South 
America.” 


Ponce said one reason for 
the Communist interest in 
Ecuador is the fact that this 
nation of 4,000,000 inhabitants 
is an island of stability in 
South America. In three years 
of democratic administration 
by Ponce, a moderate conserv- 
ative, Ecuador has witnessed 
steady if unspectacular eco- 
nomic development and won 
the distinction of being vir- 
tually the only South Ameri- 
can republic to have escaped 
inflation and currency depre- 
ciation.

The commentator on the t 
vision show “Why Berlin” tried 
to puff up one afternoon's resist- 
ance by East Bertiners against the 
Communists into heroic propor- 
tions, but it was an unconvincing 
performance. 


The bravery of the Germans, 
according to this television show, 
long enough to beat up 
some unarmed Russian officials, 
but when armed soidiers. and 
tanks arrived the rebellion was 
over.

I could not help but -think of 
the thousands of Hungarians who 
had died resisting for weeks, not 
smal] detachments‘of Russian sol- 
diers, but armored divisions and 
tank battalions.

mans marched in the anonymity 
of uniformed S.S. squads, merci- 
less, death dealing. 

It was heil-heil Hitler and a hot 
war—war in those days when they 
bravely conquered weaker nations 
one by one, sitting, impervious to 
human suffering, at tables 
proccomme refugees, ng 
000,000 Christians and 5,000,000 
Jews to concentration camps. 

Who sang “Ich hatt ein’ Kam- 
erad” for them? That word was 
not heard in the land until the 
Germans ran into Stalingrad. 


And now... a company of Rus- 
sian soldiers and a handful of 
tanks! The East Berliners fied 
after having left seven dead, and 
the West Berliners stood across 
the demarcation line and pas- 
sively watched. Is this the stuff 
that modern heroism is made of? 


To the lady from Dresden who 
arrived safely with her children 
and suitcases and complained that 
she had to leave her nice furni- 
ture behind, my sincere sympathy. 
There are those who might say 
that not so long ago escaping 
from Germany with one’s children 
alive was a heavenly miracle, but 
why cavil, 

I, too, ask, “Why Berlin?” Can 
we have another answer, please.

Not only have the Russians made perfectly - 


clear their determination to maintain two 
Germanys, but nobody on the Western side 
actively desires or hopes for a unified Ger- 


many within the next 30 months, as the West- 


ern plan provides: Mr. Herter, it is generally 
recognized, was going through his complicated 
ritual as a token of obeisance to past Western 
policy and the political conventions of West- 
ern Germany. 

So the important question is what the West- 
ern proposals will look like after they have 
been subjected to Soviet rebuttal and. sep- 
arated from dependence upon a probably un- 
realizable unification plan. Unfortunately it 
is just at this point that Western unity tends 
to break down. The allies have been able to 
agree on what should be proposed under im- 
possible conditions, but not on a realizable 
German plan. Surely the allies ought to have 
a realizable plan, and the test of leadership 


for Secretary Herter will be his success or 


failure in develoving one. 
* * . 

The elements of such a plan can be found 
in the official allied proposals, but whether 
they can be isolated from the diplomatic lum- 
ber which surrounds them is not clear. 
Instead of tying the creation of an arms limi- 
tation zone to the very last stage of an unat- 
tainable unification scheme, the West should 
offer to tie it to a settlement applying to 
Berlin only. 

Why not? If an arms limitation zone is de- 
sirable, as the Western plan assumes, there 
is no reason why it should not be a first step 
instead of the last. By making it a first step, 
linked with a new arrangement for Berlin 
which guarantees Western access and brings 
in some form of United Nations presence to 
share the responsibility for neutralizing the 
city, the big powers might create the condi- 
tions under which, later on, unification of 
Germany could become possible. To go at 
it the other way around, conditioning arms 
limitation upon unification, is a complicated 


way of getting nothing. : 
. 


Something like this approach is said to have 
been urged by Prime Minister Macmillan, and 
there is reason to believe that something like 
it would be agreed to by Khrushchev. Field 
Marshal Montgomery’s report in the Sunday 
Times of London discloses that his Moscow 
visit was something more than an erratic old 
soldier’s holiday. He writes that he and 
Khrushchev talked seriously and in detail 
about the possibilities of a beginning toward 
agreement on Germany. 

Khrushchev, he reports, at one point re- 
ceded from his insistence that a German 
peace treaty signed with two Germanys must 
be tied to a Berlin agreement. Furthermore, 
the Soviet leader agreed that a desirable be- 
ginning would be to establish some form of 
United Nations guarantee for West Berlin and 
to set up “a simple inspection plan, possibly 
in, a. defined. area initially, which could be 
extended gradually as mutual confidence was 
gained.” 


“Monty,” of course, does not speak for the 
West and anything Khrushchev told him is 
subject to repudiation. But if, as this report 
indicates, there is a possibility of negotiating 
a partial settlement which brings the U.N, 
into Berlin and establishes even a narrow 
arms-control zone subject to international in- 
spection, then the West would be irresponsible 
to pass up the chance. 


A Bi-State Bill at Last 

On its fifth trip to the Missouri Legislature 
the Bi-State Development Agency has almost 
got hold of the kind of law it needs to be 
able to function. 

The Senate-approved bill that passed the 
House and has been sent to Gov. Blair is not 
quite identical with the Illinois enabling act, 
as it must be before Bi-State will be able to 
issue the revenue bonds that will finance its 
various projects. This means the agency will 
have to mark time until the necessary ad- 
justments are made in the law at Springfield. 

But the differences in the two measures are 
not substantial, and there ought to be no 
difficulty in Illinois. The Missouri bill grants 
Bi-State every power that Illinois has granted 
except two. It deletes the agency's authority 
to develop off-street parking facilities and 
prohibits it from acquiring grain elevators 
without the consent of their owners. Surely 
the Illinois Assembly will be willing to go 
along on these exceptions in the interest of 
getting Bi-State into shape to function. 

Bi-State has. an nt role to play in 
the large-scale deve ent of the Missouri- 
Illinois. metropolitam area centered on St. 
Louis. It can be the metropolitan engineer, 
providing bridges, docks, terminal, port and 
other facilities necessary for the industrial 
and commercial expansion that must take 
place here if new jobs are to be found for 
the growing numbers of the next generation. 

The need is urgent. The St. Louis area is 
competing in this field with other metropoli- 
tan areas throughout the nation. A fully 
functioning Bi-State Agency will offer this 
district an advantage that it cannot afford to 
be without. 


Not an Expense, an Investment

Why Have a Council? 


The probable referendum election on the 
Jefferson Barracks housing project ought not 
to become a precedent for settling future con- 
troversies in St. Louis county. Otherwise a 
Charter amendment abolishing the County 
Council will be in order. If the people are 
called upon to decide every touchy issue, why 
should they elect a Council? 

Properly employed, the referendum and its 
companions, the initiative and the recall, are 
important and valuable tools of democratic 
government. But in the Jefferson Barracks 
case there is a serious question about its use 
at this stage. 

The ordinance that the J.B. opponents are 
attempting to subject to the referendum re- 
places a long-standing resolution that estab- 
lished a co-operation agreement between the 
County Housing Authority and the Council. 
The resolution, invalidated on a technicality 
by the Missouri Supreme Court, provided the 
legal basis for the present construction work 
at the Barracks—work on which $1,500,000 
already has been spent. 


If anybody had wanted to hold a referen-- 


dum on public housing in the county, it should 
have been held on the original resolution. 
But once the Barracks project was authorized 
and under way, the Council had both the au- 
thority and the duty, in replacing the resolu- 
tion with an ordinance, to add an emergency 
clause which would make it immediately ef- 
fective. Its failure to do so was deliberate. 
In effect the Council said, “We're afraid of 
this one; let’s have a show of somebody else’s 
hands.” Supervisor McNary, who abhors con- 
troversy as nature does a vacuum, willingly 
co-operated in this perversion of the referen- 
dum process. 

Let us hope this is the last trick of its kind. 


Pass Over It Again 


Southern Democrats teamed with Republi- 
can members of the House Judici commit- 
tee to report out the Smith bill to reverse the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the Steve Nelson 
case. That is the 1957 decision which upheld 
a Pennsylvania Supreme Court decision void- 
ing a state law as creating confusion in the

Since the vote in committee was the close 
one of 17 to 15, passage on the floor of the 
House is far from assured.

Rural Domination of the Legislature 


Unrepresentative Government Holds Future Threat of Misgovernment

These will include the 
young people, who will be needing 
more and better facilities for educa- 
tion and employment; they will be 
underrepresented in the present 
scheme as the population of rural 
Missouri grows older. Missouri Ne- 
groes, most of whom live in expand- 
ing urban. ghettos, will be developing 
a greater political awareness and a 
growing list of social and economic 
demands; but they will be neglected 
by the rural Legislature.

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Investors Count on Inflation 


WASHINGTON. 
GO whether the President will 


get from this Congress exactly the budget he has asked for. 
But on the broad principles which he had adopted, he seems

These principles are that the 


next budget shall be balanced approximately, and that this 
shall be done not by raising taxes but by holding down mili- 


tary and civilian expenditures. 


For the time being the battle commitments are for defense, 


the President is waging against 
inflation is going reasonably 
well, in that the price level is 
on the whole 
standing _ still. 
Never theless, 
the news from 
the money mar- 
kets gives little 
support to the 
idea that the 
battle against 
inflation is be- 
ing won.

These are the classic signs 
of inflation, that is to say, of a 
lack of confidence that money 
will conserve its purchasing 
power.

Pessimistic Investors. 


The behavior of the markets 
reflects the judgments of the 
great investing institutions with 
their expert advisors. These 
markets are, therefore, a kind 
of running Gallup poll in which 
those who are questioned back 
their opinions with their 
money. 


They are saying that they ex- 
pect a continuing inflation, 
whether or not the President 
wins his fight in this Comgress 
about this particular budget. 


When we ask ourselves what 
is the basis of this pessimism, 
we must begin by remember- 
ing that there is no precise 
answer to this question. We 
are dealing with a situation 
where a preponderant majority 
of investors not only in this 
country but also abroad have 
come to the same practical 
conclusion, though not neces- 
sarily for the same reasons. 

The same conclusion they 
have come to is quite evident- 
ly that in the battle against 
inflation the President has not 
produced a policy that is good 
for more than the next budget. 


Future Commitments. 


for internal development, for 
welfare and public facilities.

Urban Modernization. 


The growth of our population 
is one reason why these expen- 
ditures must rise. The growing 
concentration of our growing 
population in big cities is an- 
other reason why the expendi- 
tures must rise. Moreover, 
owing to the world war and the 
Korean war there is a big back- 
log of necessary public expen- 
ditures for schools, hospitals, 
and many kinds of projects to 
conserve and develop our nat- 
ura] resources. 


If a third world war is 
averted, as probably it can be, 
we can count it for certain that 
the decade of the sixties will 
see a moven™nt, comparable 
with the New Deal of the thir- 
ties, to modernize the public 
facilities of this country. 

The prospects in defense and 
in internal civilian improve- 
ments make it virtually certain 
that with our present tax struc- 
ture and our normal rate of 
growth, there will be a heavy 
pressure against the balance of 
the budget. 


More Taxes Needed. 


A consideration of these re- 
alities may account in consider- 
able measure for the pessimism 
of the money markets. 

Is there a remedy? Certainly 
there is no simple and easy 
one. What must come first, 


He has no policy which is 
good for a much longer future. 
It may be that the 1960 budget 
can be made to balance, though 
even this takes a certain 
amount of finesse in the book- 
keeping. But if this particular 
budget is balanced, it will be 
done by reducing expenditures 
not by postponing them. 

If we look at our national 
commitments, it is wunfortu- 
nately all too probable that 
our position as a whole is go- 
ing to be out of balance for 
years to come. Our national 


however, is to stop pretending 
that the 1960 budget is a gen- 
uine and adequate answer to 
the problem of inflation, 


Then we have to begin de- 
fining and posing the real 
questions which will confront 
us. They arrive from the fact 
that in order to balance the 
budget against the rising ex- 
penditures which are inevitable, 
we must brace ourselves to the 
grim, the politically untouch- 
able and unspeakable truth 
that we shall have to raise 
more taxes. ;

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Archdiocese Is Shifting Burden 


For Support of 10 High Schools 


Financial Responsibility Given to 150 
Parishes in City and County to Im- 
orove ‘Grass Roots Control.’ 


Responsibility for financing 
operations of Catholic diocesan 
high schools will be transferred 
to the 150 parishes i1 St. Louis 
and St. Louis county from the 
Sf. Louis Archdiocese, it was 
announced today. 

Under the new system, 
groups of parishes will share 
the costs of operating each of 
the 10 diocesan high schools. 
been about 
$400,000 in excess 
schools’ tuitions annually, and 
heretofore have been subsi- 
dized by the Archdiocese. 

The change is being made to 
bring responsibility for opera- 
tion and control of the high 
schools closer to the parish 
levels, to give pastors a greater 
role in school administration, 
and to achieve economies, it 
was announced. 

Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
said the Archdiocese will con- 
tinue to build new high schools 
with funds contributed by 
parishoners annually to the 
archdiocesan Expansion Fund. 
But operating costs of the new 
schools also will become the 
responsibility of the parishes, 
he said. 


A parish will have a direct 
voice in the operation of the 


high school it is helping to| M 


support, Archbishop Ritter 
said, through representation by 
its pastor on a “Local Parish 
High School Board” to be es- 
tablished for each school. 


Board to Be Enlarged. 


One pastor from each of the 
10 parish high schoo] boards 
will serve on an enlargéd Arch. 
diocesan Parish High School 
Board that will replace the 
present archdiocesan high 
school board. In addition to 
the 10 pastors, the archdioce- 
san board membership will in- 
clude 13 other priests, 

The Rev. James T. Curtin, 
superintendent of the high 
schools, said the new plan 
would give parishes “grass 
roots control of the schools 
and improve administrative ef- 
ficiency.” 


“It is believed more econ- 
omies will be realized, because 
school control will be exercised 
at local parish level,” Father 
Curtin said. “Under the pres- 
ent systera, the money used by 
the archdiocese to subsidize 
school operation comes from 
the parish and parishioners. 
Under the new plan, the arch- 
diocese office will be  by- 
passed, with the parishes pay- 
ing their share directly to the 


schools under their control.” 
Each 


Each parish will bear “an 
equitable share” of the school’s 
operating costs. The financial 
condition of a parish and its 
own debts will be considered 
in determining the share of 
high school expense it will 
bear, Father Curtin said. 

No Change in Tuition. 

No changes are contemplated 
in the tuition fees charged by 
the schools, or in the high 
schools programming or curri- 
culum, which will continue to 
be administered by Father 
Curtin’s office. 


In a statement sent by the 
Archdiocese to all pastors this 
week, it was stated “the respon- 
sibility of the pastor to provide 
sound instruction for Catholic 
children in Christian doctrine 
and in other fields of learning 
is now extended to the sec- 
ondary level because of the de- 
mands made of Catholic youth 
in modern society.” 

Archdiocesan high schools 
include Rosati-Kain, Laboure, 
De Andreis, Mercy, DuBourg, 
Blessed Sacrament, St. The- 
resa Pre-vocational, St. Thom- 
as Aquinas, McBride and St. 
ary’s. Rosary High School 
is now under construction in 
north St. Louis county, 

Father Curtin said the rap- 
idly expanding enrollment in 
Catholic high schools made it 
necessary to bring about closer 
liaison with the parishes. 
Freshmen enrollment next fall 
will be 2500, as compared with 
anticipated enrollment of 4500 
tn the fall of 1961. 

Approximately 16,000 children 
attend Catholic high schools in 
the archdiocese, with about 
half of them enrolled in the 10 
diocesan high schools. The re- 
mainder attend 15 parish high 
schools already in existence, or 
private high schools conducted 
by religious orders.

Hugh de Wardener, writing in 
the quarterly Journal of Medi- 
cine, said the nine patients at 
London’ s St. Thomas Hospital 
had them baffled for a while. 

They ran the patients through 
tests to find out why they suf- 
fered dizzy spells, slurred 
speech and other symptoms of 
being intoxicated. 

The doctors decided that the 
patients were “compulsive wa- 
ter drinkers,” the article said. 

Why does a person become a 
compulsive water drinker? For 
the same sort of psychological 
reasons that turn other people 
to alcohol,, the doctors said. 

The “ drunkenness” stems 
from the dilution of their blood 
with water. As a result, the

The New Films’ 


French Masterpiece 


JULES DASSIN, the American director who moved to 
France and who did “Rififfi,” has come up with one of the 
most powerful pictures in years in “HE WHO MUST DIE,” 
now showing at the APOLLO ART THEATER, 

This French-language film (with Eng- 
lish subtitles) is a tremendously moving 
and stirring drama, a courageous and 
searing indictment of mere hypocritical 
lip-sérvice to Christian ideals. It is told 
with great eloquence and superb irony as 
it draws ‘a modern parallel to the Cruci- 
fixion on the rocky island of Crete. 

In the screenplay written by Dassin and Ben Barzman 
from a novel, “The Greek Passion,” by Nikos Kazantzakis, 
it tells how a humble, stammering shepherd who is as- 
signed to play the role of Christ in the Passion Play which 
the Cretan village gives every seven years, is inspired and 
exalted by the role and seeks to follow the teachings of 
Christ literally. 

A miserable band of Greek refugees, survivors of a 
Turkish massacre in another village (it is the year 1921) 
come to the village and plead for help. The local priest, 
along with the rich village elders, is afraid the presence 
of the band will disturb the peaceful relations that exist 
with the local indolent and pleasure-loving Turkish Agha. 
The priest drives away the pitiful mob, claiming they have 
cholera. 

Under their own stern and resolute priest, they set up 
camp on a flinty mountain side. But they are starving, 
and the young shepherd and the young man, son of the 
dominant elder, who is assigned to play the disciple John, 
seek to help them as an act of Christian charity. On their 
side they have the village trollop, also transformed by her 
role of Mary Magdalen, and against them the player of 
Judas, insanely jealous of her. 

This obvious allegorical re-enactment of the Cruci- 
fixion ends with the shepherd, spread-eagled on the floor, 
murdered by Judas under the goading of the village 
priest; and the inspired refugees as militant Christians 
behind their barricades as the ominous drums of Turkish 
(Roman) soldiers draw near. 

Mr. Dassin has flung some beautifully composed 
images on the wide screen. There is a great simplicity 
in his approach, a luminosity and clarity, and excitement 
in his groupings and mass scenes. The play burgeons 
powerfully with shock and passion, and Dassin and some 
good actors have drawn some indelible characters. Par- 
ticularly notable are Pierre Vaneck as the shepherd, Fern- 
and Ledoux as the village priest, Jean Servais as the refu- 
gees’ priest, Gert Froebe as the sensual old village elder 
and Melina Mercouri as the wanton widow. 


Zany Comedy 


“THE MATING GAME,” at LOEW’S STATE marks 
another joyous return to the old free-swinging, zany 
comedy form Hollywood used to do so well. Like ‘You Can’t 
Take It With You,” it is an ode to the joys of irresponsi- 
\ll ly, bility. An amiable Maryland farmer 

‘7 has got off the economic treadmill and 
lives high on the hog by an intricate sys- 
tem of bartering im the course of which 
he has made his farmyard a junkyard. 
He pays no income tax and when a prim 
internal revenue agent comes charging 
indignantly down the poor Government 
mah is baffled, beaten, frustrated and taken into camp by 
the wacky family. His vengeful superior—a most popular 


. comic villain, I presume—is finally hilariously routed too. 


There are a great many rowdy shenanigans involved, 
particularly as involving Debbie Reynolds, the bouncy 
daughter of the family who disports gayly in haystacks 
and proves—a departure for Debbie—that a girl in blue 
jeans can be as sexy as an old-time movie siren. Tony 
Randall is very funny indeed as the harassed young col- 
lector, particularly in a drunk scen>. Paul Douglas is 
perfect as the expansive rural economic genius, and Una 
Merkel has a typical role as his wife. Fred Clark, that 
master of the slow-burn, is the ferocious tax big-wig. 

The screénplay’ by William Roberts from tife H. E. 
Bates novel “The Darling Buds of May,” is vastly amusing 
in its cockeyed way, and blithely and inoffensively out- 


' spoken. Director George Marshal has managed a consist- 


ent antic spirit and the whole thing is refreshing. 

The co-feature, “THE BANDIT OF ZHOBE,” is one of 
those Khyber Pass Easterns in which the turbaned moun- 
tain rebels and-or bandits are the equivalent of the Indians 
and the British redcoats the equivalent of the United States 
Cavalry, Victor Mature, an old head with a turban from 
“Zarak,” again is the romantic outlaw leader. And of 
course, the stern old colonel has to: have an impetuous 
daughter who goes off into the hills looking for the hand- 
some outlaw. And of course there is a comic Cockney 
corporal. This stereotyped Kipling-type horse-opera does 
end with a massive and spectacular battle—presumably 
this was made in India or Pakistan and the extras must 
have come cheap.

WASHINGTON, 
May 15 (AP). 


AMERICAN ADULTS are 
exploiting the juvenile de- 
linquent, 

Some are cashing in finan- 
cially on youth’s natural rebel- 
lion, all the while bemoaning 
its behavior. 

They are giving the adoles- 
cent new standards of tough- 
ness, then crying, “I told you 
so,” when he tries to live up 
to them. 

They are neither ready, will- 
ing nor able to understand the 
problem; many of their com- 
plaints reflect more adult ir- 
ritability than juvenile delin- 
quency. 

These are the considered 
opinions of six experts who 
spent nine months seeking the 
hard kernel of truth in the 
mountains of chaff that have 
been written about America’s 
teen-agers. Their report, “De- 
linquent' Behavior: Culture 
and the Individual,” was pub- 
lished this week by the Na- 
tional Education Association. 

The experts don’t say—as 
did the late Father Flanagan 
of Boys Town—that, “There is 
no such thing as a bad boy.” 
But they do contend that to- 
day’s youth is largely a product 
of his environment, and must 
be judged according to the cul- 
ture of which he is a part. 

The authors of the report, 
and their special fields, are: 
William C. Kvaraceus (director 
of the project), psychology; 
Milton L. Barron, sociology; 
Edward M. Daniels, psychiatry; 
Preston A. McLendon, pedi- 
atrics; Walter B. Miller, cul- 
tural anthropology, and Ben- 
jamin Thompson, criminology, 

The picture of juvenile de- 
linquency in this country is 
complicated, they say, by the 
pressures of modern life. The 
public needs a scapegoat, and 
has found one in “the irritat- 
ing adolescent and the annoy- 
ing delinquent.” 

“The public, suddenly awak- 
ened to its second place in the 
race to the moon, has pounced 
on the school and the adoles- 
cent learner as the arch 
villains responsible for its 
plight. 

“The popylar writers of 
stage, screen, radio, television 
and press have been quick to 
exploit this situation.” 

In the popular image: “The 
delinquent is black jacketed 
and long haired. He runs 
around on a bright and noisy 
motorcycle or in a souped-up 
hot rod. He is brutal. He is 
cruel. He is restless. He is 
dangerously free and unin- 
hibited sexually. He is aggres- 
sive. He travels with the pack. 
He is heartless... . 

“This powerful stereotPpe of 
the inhuman adolescent is 
vividly portrayed in Hunter's 
‘Blackboard Jungle’; in Hal 
Ellison’s many paperbacks 
whose blurb announced ‘Even 
their dreams were dirty,’ and 
in the celluloid extravaganzas 
. , - Which reached new depths 
in thé recent movie ‘High 
School Confidential.’ 

“Movie producers, publish- 
ers, authors and comic - book 
artists are hardly insensitive to 
the great sales value of such 
an‘image on the consumer mar- 
ket. Therefore titles and cover 
illustrations are lurid and titil- 
lating, and the image of the 
juvenile delinquent as the epit- 
ome of evil is being sold for 
all it is worth.” 

What happens when the 
youngsters see movies like 
“The Blackboard Jungle” and 
“The Wild One”? ‘Their reac- 
tion, says the report, is: “Gee, 
I thought I was tough. That 
kid is twice as tough as me. 
So, that’s what you have to do 
to be tough.” 

The popular image is inac- 
curate and exaggerated, says 
the report. But it becomes a 
self-fulfilling prophecy be- 
cause the youngsters begin to 
act out what they have seen. 
And when this happens, many 
people say, “Ah! See, we told

you so! The author has written 
a real-life story!” 

It’s an ancient complaint, 
say the experts, that the 
younger generation is flighty, 
irresponsible and rebellious. 

Today, however, conflict be- 
tween youth and adults is 
sharper and much more in evi- 
dence. In the past there may 
have been more tolerance for 
the sowing of wild oats, but 
today the machines and meth- 
ods of rebellion are increasing- 
ly dangerous. 

Rapid social changes are re- 
sponsible. The younger gen- 
eration must be constantly 
adapting itself to conditions 
that the older generation, in 
growing up, didn’t know, didn’t 
experience, and couldn’t imag- 
ine. Mass production of the 
automobile, for instance, has 
brought auto theft problems 
that were relatively unknown 
when father was a boy. 

The problem is serious, says 
the report, and calls for much 
more research than ever has 
been done. It also calls for 
adults to detach themselves 
emotionally from the problem, 
and consider adolescents as 
participating members of a 
highly volatile society. 

It adds this word of hope: 

“Before teachers and parents 
despair altogether of the future 
of these youngsters, they should 
remember that the ‘flaming 
youth’ and the ‘lost generation’ 
of the 1920s turned out to be 
good, substantial citizens who, 
in tufm, became incensed at 
their own youngsters as they 
danced to the ‘wild Benny 
Goodman swing music’ of the 
’30s. 

“Just so will (many of the) 
youngsters now addicted to 
rock ’n’ roll become substan- 
tial, although complaining, par- 
ents of the next generation.” 

The big majority of delin- 
quents, according to the ex- 
perts, are essentially normal 
youngsters, They’re just run- 
ning with the gang and doing 
what comes naturally. 

The study disclosed that 
only 25 per cent of the na- 
tion’s juvenile delinquents 
demonstrate any degree of 
emotional disturbance. And 
only a few of these could be 
helped by psychiatric treat- 
ment—the rest are either 
immune or allergic to it. 

According to the experts, 85 
per cent of all delinquents 
come from lower class families. 
They acknowledge that terms 
like “lower class,” “middle 
class” and “upper class” grate 
harshly on American ears and 
are difficult to define in uni- 
versally acceptable terms. But, 
they said, the class distinctions 
are there, and are especially 
important in a study of juve- 
nile delinquency. 

As the experts drew their 
line, class status is largely a. 
matter of family aspirations 
rather than personal posses- 
sions. The report set forth no

He may quit school, or in- 
tend to quit, as soon as it’s 
legally possible. 

He may use poor English, 
such as “ain't,” “I seen him,” 
or “when he come in.” 

He probably will tend to re- 
gard property — whether his 
own or the school’s—es some- 
thing to be used hard and worn 
out, rather than conserved. 

His attitude toward money 
probably will be “catch as 
catch can,” and fits way of life 
will reflect a great reliance on 
fate or luck. 

In the case of the middle 
class youngster: 

His parents probably belong 
to service and fraternal groups. 

His older male relatives‘ will 
generally wear suits and neck- 
ties on the job. 

His family will probably save 
its money for future use. 

The youngster will do aver- 
age or better work in school, 
or, if he doesn’t, he will worry 
about it. 

He will regard property as 
something to be maintained or 
improved. 

His primary source of money 
will be a regular weekly or 
monthly allowance. 

His way of life will reflect 
a strong concern for the fu- 
ture, and planning for the fu- 
ture. 

The survey team said there 
is considerable mixing and 
overlapping of the lower and 
middle classes. It didn’t go 
into the problem of delinquen- 
cy in the upper classes be- 
cause, it said, the incidence 
is so low and so well hidden 
by protective parents. In fact, 
the experts didn’t even define 
an “upper class.” 

In the matter of mental 
health, the report found a big 
difference between lower class 
and middle class delinquents. 
Although the middle class pro- 
duces only 15 per cent of all 
delinquents, two of every three 
of their number are emotional- 
ly disturbed. In the lower 
class, the figure is about one 
out of five. 

The big reason for this, said 


the report, is the strong mid- 


die class drive to “get ahead.” 
Parents may demand too much 
of the youngster, or he may 
demand too much of himself, 
If the home and school make. 
impossible demands, the young- 
ster may withdraw into him- 
self and become “the sickest 
of the sick.” Delinquent acts 
may follow automatically. 
The major pressures on a

this condition are either to pre- 
vent the moisture vapor from 
inside the house entering the 
exterior walls or to give it a 
way to pass out of the wall 
without disturbing the paint 
film.

other hand, come from his 
“gang.” There the emphasis is 
on toughness, smartness, ex- 
citement and “conning the 
sucker,” The school and the 
cop on the beat may not ap- 
prove of his actions but his 
gang does, and that is what's 
important. ' 

The youth most likely to 
strike out against school and 
society, the report said, is the 
lower class youngster who 
wants to raise his status but 
can’t. ; 

Such a youth may want to 
finish high schoo] and go on 
to college. But his older 
brother says, “You're old 
enough to drop out, what do 
you want to go to school 
for?” His father says, “Look 

at me, I never went to col- 
lege. Go on and get a job.” 

To top it off, the neighbor- 
hood gang pours it on: “Hey, 
you still going to school? What 
are you, a sissy?” 

Says the report: “This 
youngster must be tough in- 
deed to move out and ap.” 

The report breaks down the 
nation’s juvenile delinquents 
this way: 

Seventy per cent are nor- 
mal, lower class youngsters and 
5 per cent are normal middle 
class youngsters. Fifteen per 
cent are lower class youth with 
some degree of emotional dis- 
turbance, and 10 per cent are 
middle class youngsters with 
emotional problems. 

It is the lower class young- 
sters with emotional distur 

ances who are the hardest to 
treat, the experts said, because 
their parents refuse to recog- 
nize virtue or promise in clin- 
ical treatment. 

“Even where clinical facil- 
ities are available,” the report 


says, “they are likely to be re- 
jected by parent and young- 
ster alike.” 

Nearly everyone considers 
himself an expert on juvenile 
delinquency, and has firm ideas 
about its causes and cures. 
But, say the experts, it’s not 
that simple, or delinquency 
would long since have ceased 
to be a major topic of nation- 
al concern. 


Over the years, says the re- 
port, a great deal of fable and 
folklore has grown up around 
the problems of the adolescent. 
Myths, half-myths and miscon- 
ceptions are accepted as fact. 

Many people, for instance, 
point to working mothers as a 
major cause of delinquency. 
According to the experts, how- 
ever, the effects of a working 
mother varies from family to 
family, neighborhood to neigh- 
borhood. More research is 
needed, they say, before this 
theory can be accepted.

Bad companions, heredity, 
poor physical health and slum 
neighborhoods also were cited 
by the experts as oft-quoted 
causes of delinquency which 
really aren't. 

“Juvenile delinquency is not 
a 24-hour malady,” says the 
report. “It does not develop 
overnight. Serious and persis- 
tent trouble with the law... 
on the part of youngsters can 
be traced back to a long se- 
quence of cause and effect...” 

Even the term “juvenile de- 
linquent” has become “cor- 
roded, overworked and useless, 
except as a dirty word used to 
strike back at the kids,” says 
Dr. Kvaraceus. “There has 
been such frequent and indis- 
criminate use of the words in 
recent years that they dor’t 
really mean anything now.” 

The report offers no pat so- 
lution for the juvenile delin- 
quency problem because, the 
experts say, there just isn’t 
any. A report to be published 
later this year will deal with 
some principles which have 
been tried and found at least 
partially effective. 

The report did make these 
points, however: 

There is a desperate need for 
more and better research than 
ever has been attempted in the 
field. 
Community efforts that have 
proven effective must be ex- 
panded, and useless practices 
discarded. 

More and better efforts must 
be made to identify the delin- 
quency bound youngster before 
he gets there. 

Primarily, it said, “In seek- 
ing a cure for delinquency, the 
neighborhood, not the child, 
must be the patient.”

Diplomatic Appointees 


NEW YORK, May 15. 

THE SUDDEN CHANGE in the Senate’s attitude 
toward the President's diplomatic appointees makes one 
wonder about what is happening. 

It has always been taken for granted that the President 
had a right to assign representation abroad as he desired, 
and the Senate Foreign Relations committee has not, as a 
rule, taken such a critical position on these appointments. 


It may be well, however, to require every 
person appointed to a foreign diplomatic post to 
prove the seriousness of his purpose and his 
knowledge of that area to which he is being as- 
signed. Improper questions should not be asked, 
but members of the Senate now may be recogniz- 
ing more keenly than ever before the need for rep- 
resentativcs to learn the language and te under- 
stand the country and people of their assignments. 


SINCE MORE AND MORE PEOPLE are traveling by 
alr every day, the accidents this week involving the two 
Capital airlines planes are of interest to everyone, 

It is rare that a thunderstorm causes the explosion of 
a plane in mid-air these days. In the early days of flying, 
there was much concern ‘in traveling through a thunder- 
storm, but this has not been true in a long time. 


The skidding of the other plane at the 
Charlestown (W. Va.) airport is not surprising to 
those who have landed there often and wondered 
how it was possible to prevent overrunning the 
runway. Landing on top of a mountain is a pre- 
carious business, but the skill of the pilot seems 
to have kept this week's accident there from being 
more serious than it was. 


AT LAST the voluntary hospitals in New York City 
have agreed to accept impartial arbitration of labor dis- 
putes, but they say the arbitrator must be appointed by 
some highly placed non-elected official. 

It must be complicating for Mayor Wagner to have 
to talk to two groups separately, because the hospital au- 
thorities feel if they meet with union representatives in 
the current hospital strike, they- will be accepting what they 
consider illegal representation of their employes. 


It is perfectly clear that if the law says vol- 
untary hospital employes cannot be unionized, 
then union representation is illegal. But there 
must be some agreement on what kind of repre- 
sentation the hospital workers may have, This 
seems to be the difficulty now, for the voluntary 
hospitals do not seem willing to accept the sug- 
gested representation. 


Some of the accepted imyrovements in the status of 
the employes would have come with better grace had they 
been put into effect long ago. I also feel that a more con- 
stant prodding of the city might have brought an improve- 
ment in its contribution, which now is reported to involve 
the granting of certain obvious benefits to the employes. 

Let us hope that the strike stalemate which now exists 
will soon come to an end,
